administering at least one vaccination of dendritic cells to said mammal. 

Group II, claim(s) 21-24, drawn to the special technical feature of a kit comprising a 
quantity of dendritic cells and a quantity of at least one chemotherapeutic with 
instructions. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I and II appears to be administration of 
dendritic cells and chemotherapy to a mammal. 
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However, said technical feature does not constitute a special technical feature in 
view of US Patent Application publication 2004/0057635 filed 9/20/2002, Yu et al, 
published 3/25/2004. Yu et al teach treating cancer, including gliobastoma multiforme, 
in a mammal comprising administering dendritic cells with or without chemotherapy ([3], 
[12], [24-26], [34], Examples 1-6). 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups I and II does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as it does not define 
a contribution over the prior art. Accordingly, Groups I and II are not so linked by the 
same or a corresponding special technical feature as to form a single general incentive 
concept and restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
